W arning; Stoll has been kidnapped 
for ransom . 
Overcome your first 
natural impulse to call in the police. 
Otherwise, you will regret it. 
The 
life of Stoll, and later on the lives 
of his sons and their families, de­ 
pend on the Stoll family reading 
this letter thoroughly and obeying 
our instructions from the beginning 
and for all time thereafter. 
Read this letter and you will re­ 


alize th at we mean business. 
We 
w ant the money, not the life of j 
Stoll, but if you let the p .uee know 
the details of this letter, or where 
paym ent of the ransom money is to 
bt* m ade, or if there is any evidence 
th at you mean to double-cross us 
by 
sending a "dummy” package, 
watching the intermediary nam ed in 
this letter, or otherwise try to .set 
a trap for us, we are prepared to 
do this:

"We couldn’t even have the small 
mercy of sleep because the corri­ 
dors of the pits are so narrow that 
we w’ere forced to stand up on each 
side of the corridor. 
"It w'as a nightmare we shall never 
forget,” Molnar said wearily. 
He told how "men. were placed on 
their knees (braced) against men in 
similar position on the opposite side 
so they wouldn’t topple over.” 
"Even so,” the veteran miner con­ 
tinued, "scores collapsed from weak­ 
ness.

The finest gowns that a woman wears are invariably the simplest, and 
always the most expensive, for an elegant fabric needs simplicity and 
sweep of design to bring out its greatest beauty. Cheapness is adorned 
with frills and ruffles! 
The bare dignity of the unadorned, in Frank Norris’ words, is wTiat 
lies behind all great art—and it also bares the secret to great character. 
Much as I love the thick forest and its pungent odors, I am always 
fascinated by the stunning emotion aroused by the vast, apparent end­ 
lessness of the sea. 
And there is to the desert a secret appeal and a 
voiceless mystery that challenge all expression. 
I have stood upon the great grey rolls of rock at Peggy’s Point in 
Nova Scotia and looked out at the angry sea as it lashed and gnarled 
its watery mouth against them, as though to reuse their anger a-s well— 
yet there they rested—bare in dignity—and unadorned! 
I stood in that beautiful memorial to Abraham Lincoln in Washing­ 
ton a short time ago and read that immortal Gettysburg speech. As al­ 
ways I marvelled at its simplicity—yet there are endless numbers of 
writers who have written as simply. 
Where then must rest the secret? 
Where cise than in the very heart of the man who breathed feeling into 
words so simple and unadorned in their dignity that they have become 
immortal!
